Records of the Foreign Agents Registration Section 
(PARS), Department of Justice, Washington, D. C. , disclose 
that Alexander Svenchansky registered Package Express and 
Travel Agency, Incorporated, Brooklyn, New York, on 
February 24, 1958, as an agent of Intourist Limited, Moscow, 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. The purpose of the 
business was given as transmitting parcels to citizens of 
the Soviet Union. Svenchansky named Afton Tours, Incorporated, 
1776 Broadway, New York, New York, as a branch of Package 
Express and Travel Agency. 

FARS records reveal further that Afton Tours was 
registered individually as an Intourist agent from May 1, 
1959, to December 24, 1960, when the registration was 
terminated by action of the FARS. Package Express and Travel 
Agency continues to be registered with the FARS. 

A source advised during April, 1969, that Afton 
Tours, Incorporated, is still in operation from 1776 Broadway, 
New York, New York. The source said that most of the tours 
arranged by Afton Tours are for individuals or groups 
traveling to the Soviet Union and other East European countries. 
Source advised that some of the individuals who have traveled 
through Afton Tours have been identified publicly as members 
of the Communist Party. The source added that some of the 
group tours handled by Afton Tours have been organized by 
groups recognized as communist front organizations. 

Alexander Svenchansky was linked with a Soviet 
espionage ring in testimony before the Senate Internal Security 
Sub-Committee on November 2, 1953, by Barry Gold, confessed 
atomic spy.

According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can 
take control or the life, politics and the destiny of the 
black community. It was organized by Bobby Seale, BPP 
Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. 
Newton was sentenced in 1968 to serve 2 to 15 years after 
being convicted of manslaughter in connection with the 
killing of an Oakland police officer. 
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The official newspaper, f, The Black Panther, " 
which further describes itself as the "Black Community 
News Service," states that the BPP advocates the use of 
guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program 
to end oppression of the black people* Residents of the 
black community are urged to arm themselves against the 
police who are consistently referred to in the publication 
as "pigs" who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, 
George Mason Murray, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite I Black Power. Use the gun # Kill 
the pigs everywhere." 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is 
the statement "...we will not dissent from American 
Government. We will overthrow it." 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman Mao Tse-tung of 
the People f s Republic of China and feature Mao v s statement 
that "political power grows out of the barrel of a gun." 

The national headquarters of the BPP is located 
at 3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley^ California . Branches 
have been established at varipifs locations throughout the 
United States. 



On May 9, 1969, a source advised that the Casa de 
las Americas, an organization composed of pro-Fidel Castro 
and procommunist individuals, formed in April, 1964, has . 
its headquarters on the fourth floor, 876 Broadway, New York <^\y. 
City. Source described this organization as a successor to 
the old Casa Cuba Club (CCC) with a changed name to avoid overt 
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affiliation with Cuba. The CCC had been composed of persons 
belonging to the now defunct 26th of July Movement, a 
revolutionary organization founded and led by Fidel Castro, 
Prise Minister of Cuba, until its dissolution in 1962.

"The Jewish Fraternalist" dated October, 1947, 
self-identified as the official publication of the Jewish 
People's Fraternal Order (JPFO) of the International Workers 
Order (IWO) , page 6, contained an article which revealed 
that the Emma Lazarus Division (ELD) of the JPFO was to hold 
its first national convention in New York City on November 15 
and 16, 1947, after having been first established at a 
National Wome^s Conference called three years previously by 
the JPFO. 

The "Morning Freiheit" (MF) on January 25, 1951, 
contained a report of the National Convention of the ELD 
of the JPFO which took place in New York City on January 20 
and 21, 1951. At this Convention, it was noted that the ELD 
changed its name to Emma Lazarus Federation of Jewish Women's 
Clubs (ELF) and adopted a new constitution. 
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On May 4, 1966, a source advised that the ELF was 
recognized by the Communist Party, United, States of America 
(CPUSA) , as an important national organization of women 
whose leadership was primarily made up of communists. The 
source stated the ELF was dedicated to peace, in protecting 
the rights of foreign born, and against bomb testing, Negro 
discrimination and the rearmament of West Germany. 

The source also stated the ELF renders support 
to and receives support from the MF and other Jewish 
progressive organizations. 

As of July 23, 1969, the ELF maintained its 
headquarters in Room 632, 150 Fifth Avenue, New York, 
New York. 

The IWO and JPFO have been designated pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450.

"The f Guardian f takes a strong left position, but 
it is not identified with any organized group because it 
believes that an American left ideology is still in the 
making.

The following comments appeared in a leaflet 
distributed by LM in May, 1968: 

"Since its inception in 1956, Liberation has played 
an active and creative role in the growth of the new radicalism 
in the United States. From civil rights to black liberation, 
from 'ban the bomb' to the movement to end the war in Vietnam, 
Liberation has been vital. Its radical critique of American 
society and its emphasis on democratic and direct action 
against the inequalities and injustice of our present social 
structure have inspired radicals, young and old. 

"In addition, Liberation will continue to carry 
articles and discussions written by and to community organizers, 
student and non-student activists, educators, economists and 
social scientists - of interest to anybody concerned with 
building a radical and nonviolent movement that will bring a 
fundamental change to the existing order." 

On May 14, 1963, a source advised that during a speech 
in New York, New York, on May 10, 1963, Dave Dellinger identified 
himself as a pacifist. He stated it was necessary to abolish 
the cause of war, which was capitalism. He advocated a 
communist society and said, "I am a communist," but further 
stated he was not a Soviet-type communist.

The MPIPR was organized in November, 1959, at 
Ponce, Puerto Rico, to work for the independence of 
Puerto Rico. It has an estimated membership of between 
1,000 and 1,300 people with missions throughout the island 
of Puerto Rico and in Newjfork, New York; Chicago, Illinois; 
and Buffalo, New York.^ " 

At the time the MPIPR was organized, it indicated 
that it did not advocate violence but would accept members 
who did. Juan Mari Bras, the founder and dominant leader of 
this organization, in a speech during March, 1964, threatened 
violence comparable to that in Algeria, 1964, if Puerto Rico 
became a state within the United States. A source reported 
in 1966 that a leader of the MPIPR has indicated that "the 
Revolution" would soon begin and another source advised tfcet 
another official of this organization has attempted to 
obtain a number of automatic pistols. 1

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Articles praising Fidel Castro and the Cuban* 
Government regularly appear in the IfPIPR publications* 
In 1961 , the MPIPR adopted a resolution expressing a 100 
per cent approval of and solidarity with the Cuban revolution* 
It sent a delegation to the Tri -Continental Conference of 
African. Asian, and Latin American People, held in Havana, 
Cuba, during January. 1966. and it maintains a permanent 
delegate to the Secretariat located in Havana. 

The press of Puerto Rico has reported that the 
MPIPR has held numerous demonstrations protesting compulsory 
military service of Puerto Ricans and United States policy 
in Vietnam and the Dominican Republic. 

In December, 1966, the Governor of Puerto Rico 
signed into law a bill calling for a plebiscite on July 23, 
1967, to determine the future political status of Puerto 
Rico. The plebiscite, denounced vociferously by the MPIPR 
as "an act of Yankee imperialism to maintain the colonial 
status of Puerto Rico," resulted in an overwhelming 
endorsement of the present Free Associated State status. 



Resolutions adopted at the 7th MPIPR National 
Assembly held in late April, 1968, at San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
included expressions of solidarity with the National 
Liberation Front of South Vietnam and promises of material 
support in the form of medicine and money. Also included 
were a resolution of unconditional support for the Cuban 
Revolution, an expression of solidarity with "Black Power" 
in the United States, and an expression of solidarity with 
the National Liberation" movements in Venezuela, Colombia, 
and Guatemala.

ATION OF ISLAM 
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A source advised on April 20, 1969, that the Nation 
of Islam (NOI) is an all -Negro organization originating in 
Detroit, Michigan, in the early 1930*17 Elijah Muhammad 
is the leader of the NOI and self-styled "Messenger of Allah" 
in that he claims Allah (God) selected him to lead the so- 
called Negro out of slavery in the wilderness of North 
America by establishing an independent black nation within 
the United States. Headquarters of the NOI is located at 
Muhammad's Temple (or Mosque) Number 2, 5335 South Greenwood 
Avenue , Chicago, I 11 inois • 

Muhammad teaches there is no such thing as a Negro; 
that the so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, 
referred to as "devils," in the United States; and that the 
white race because of its exploitation of the so-called Negro 
will be destroyed by Allah in an approaching "War of Armageddon," 
a war between God and the devil. 

Officials and members of the NOI, including Muhammad, 
have refused to comply with provisions of the Selective Service 
Act , stating that they respect laws of the United States as 
long as they do not conflict with the laws of the NOI, but do 
not believe the Government should force them to participate in 
wars from which they have nothing to gain. 

In the late 1950 's Muhammad, acting on legal advice, 
tempered NOI teachings against the white man and the Government 
to avoid possible prosecution; however, basic tenets remain 
the same. He de-emphasized religious teachings in the NOI and 
emphasized economic benefits derived by so-called Negroes who 
join the NOI. Muhammad believed this would create more 
interest in his programs and, of course, new followers.

A source advised on February 11, 1963, that In 
Chicago on February 10, 1963, representatives of several 
nationality groups Met and foraed a Committee Against Nasi 
Criminals and Nazism in America, subsequently renamed the 
National Committee Against Nazi Criminals and Nazism in 
America. 

This organization has no official headquarters. 
It is a nonmembership organization and claims to represent 
some 10,000 persons from various nationality groups. 

The above committee was incorporated in the State 
of Illinois on January 25, 1965, as the National Committee 
to Combat Nazism in America. Its purpose is to expose the 
Nazi criminals living in the United States by revealing 
their names, places of residence, and the nature of their 
crimes; to arouse the conscience of the American people that 
they shall never forget the tens of millions of people of all 
nationalities who were killed in the second World War by the 
Nazis, who were responsible for that terrible war, and for 
the brutally slaughtered millions of civilians; to try to 
keep our country pure and preserve our great democratic 
traditions; to try to repay in part what we owe to the men 
and women who gave their lives so that Nazism and its evil 
doings shall forever be ended. The name of the registered 
agent is Rabbi S. Burr Yampol. 

The above source advised on May 7, 1969, that 
Rabbi Yampol is anticommunist but would accept aid from 
communists if it would serve his purpose. 

Jack Kling played a leading role in the formation 
of this committee and continues to exert influence in it 
behind the scenes through NCCNA officers and members 
amenable to his direction and discipline. 

Jack Kling was a member of the Illinois Communist 
Party State Board and State Secretary of the Communist Plasty 
of Illinois as of May, 1969.

On May 26, 1969, a source advised that the American 
Nazi Party - World Union of Free Enterprise National 
Socialists (ANP-WUFENS) was organized by George Lincoln 
Rockwell at Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1956. 
It was based upon the concept of an international "National < 
Socialist" movement, as espoused by the German Nazi Party, 
which was headed by Adolf Hitler. The ANP-WUFENS supports 
and follows the line of hatred against Negroes, Jews and 
communists, through speeches, published literature, demonstrations 
and publicity-seeking devices for the purpose of seeking a 
legitimate dominant political party within the United States 
and in foreign countries. 
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"The Richmond News Leader* 1 issue dated April '4, 
1963, published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that 
this organization is chartered in the State of Virginia as 
"The George Lincoln Rockwell Party" and that the Virginia 
Assembly prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialist*" 
in a Virginia-chartered organization. As of January 1, 1967, 
the official name of this organization was changed to 
"National Socialist White People's Party," according to 
Commander Rockwell. 

On August 25, 1967, George Lincoln Rockwell was 
assassinated in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP Headquarters 
Building. The August 28, 1967, issue of the "Northern 
Virginia Sun," a daily newspaper published at Arlington, 
Virginia, stated that Matthias Koehl, Jr., took command 
of the Party after Rockwell's assassination.

offices at Post Office Box~261%^effers6nville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of Klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites .

"The New York Times " city edition, Tuesday, jl /, 
April 20, 1965, page 27, reported that a new party of 
"revolutionary socialism" was formally founded on April 18, 
1965, under the name of the PLP which had been known as the 
Progressive Labor Movement. 

According to the article, "The Progressive Labor 
Movement was founded in 1962, by Milton Rosen and Mortimer 
Scheer after they were expelled from the Communist Party 
of the United States for assertedly following the Chinese 
Communist line." 
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A source advised on June 3, 1968, that the PLP 
held its Second National Convention in New York City, 
May 31 to June 2, 1968, at which time the PLP reasserted 
its objective of the establishment of a militant working 
class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. This is to be 
accomplished through the Party's over-all revolutionary 
strategy of raising the consciousness of the people and 
helping to provide ideological leadership in the working 
class struggle for state power. 

The source also advised that at the Second National 
Convention Milton Rosen was unanimously re-elected National 
Chairman of the PLP and Levi Laub, Fred Jerome, Jared Israel, 
William Epton, Jacob Bosen, Jeffrey Gordon, and Walter Linder 
were elected as the National Committee to lead the PLP until 
the next convention. 

The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor," a bimonthly 
magazine; "World Revolution," a quarterly periodical; and 
"Challenge-Desafio," a monthly newspaper. 

The April, 1969, issue of "Challenge-Desafio" sets 
forth that "Challenge is dedicated to the peoples fight for 
a new way of life — where the working men and women control 
their own homes and factories; where they themselves make 
up the entire government on every level and control the 
schools, courts, police and all institutions which are now 
used to control them." 

Source advised on May 8, 1969, that the PLP 
utilizes an address of General Post Office Box 808, Brooklyn, 
New York, and also utilizes an office in Room 617, 1 Union 
Square West, New York, New York.

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At this conference Robert F. Williams was v 
elected President of the RNA. Regarding Williams, it shoulc 
be noted that on August 28, 1961, a Federal warrant was issufed 
at Charlotte, North Carolina, charging him with Unlawful 
Flight to Avoid Prosecution for the crime of Kidnaping. Subse- 
quent to the issuance of this warrant, Williams fled the 
United States* 

This source advised that the purpose of the RNA, 
which is to be revolutionary in nature, is to make efforts 
for international recognition with assistance from other 
black nations of the world. The RNA proposes to make attempts 
to obtain land in one of the southern states, establish a 
government in exile, petition for a seat in the United Nations, 
and demand reparations from the United % States Government for 
ancestral slave labor. 

(u) ^y /X^s econd source advised thatjthe purpose of the RNA 
is to establish an independent black nation within the United 
States; demand that the United States give them five southern 
states — Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia and South 
Carolina; and demand reparations from the United States for 
ancestral slave labor. These reparations are to be $10,000 
for every black person in the United States. 

At the session of the RNA Second National Convention 
held in Detroit, Michigan, on March 29, 1969, members of the 
Black Legion, acting as bodyguards for Milton Henry, First 
Vice President of the RNA, opened fire on two Detroit policemen, 
killing one and critically wounding the other. 

(u) ^ /A t hird source advised on March 14, 1969, that/ the 
Black Legion is. a group within the RNA composed of male and 
female members dedicated to black freedom and committed to the 
concept of systematic armed revolution. It is organized along 
military lines and its members are bound together with the 
oath of allegiance to the RNA. Members are expected to 
participate in military drill and engage in firearms training. 
Its purpose is to bring about the fruition of black power and 
the establishment of a black nation within the United States. 
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The Black Legion f s mission is: (a) to defend the ) 
citizens of the RNA; (b) to defend the territory and property 
of the RNA; (c) to support the national objectives of the tfNA. 

A training program has been authorized which provides 
training in three categories of skills: (a) fighting skills; 
(b) operating skills; (c) supporting skills.* 

Because of the police action taken against black' 
nationalist organizations, the RNA is making plans to have 
an underground Black Legion and an open Black Legion in order 
to avoid detection by the police*

On- November 3, 1964, a source made available a 
document entitled ,f The Revolutionary Action Movement 
Manifesto," the document having been obtained by the source 
from an individual known to be a member of the Revolutionary 
Action Movement (RAM) • 

This document stated, in part, that RAM was 
officially organized in the Winter of 1963 by Afro-Americans 
who support the revolutionary objectives of Robert F. Williams, 
then residing in Cuba, and his concept of organized violence 
to achieve the liberation of the Afro-American people in the 
United States* This Manifesto disclosed that RAM had oriented 
its program to one of education and political revolution and the 
organization of a "black" political party with revolutionary 
objectives, having recognized the need for a "black revolution" 
that could and would seize power* RAM philosophy is described 
in this document as one of revolutionary nationalism; that is, 
one involving the struggles of the nonwhite races of the world 
against exploitation and enslavement by the white capitalist 
and imperialist nations* 
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Regarding Williams, it should be noted that on A 
August 28, 1961, a Federal warrant was issued at Charlotte/ 
North Carolina, charging him with Unlawful Flight to Avoid 
Prosecution for the crime of Kidnaping. Subsequent to the 
issuance of this warrant, Williams fled the United States. 

This source in September, 1964, advised RAM is 
dedicated to the overthrow of the capitalist system in 
the United States by violence, if necessary, and to its 
replacement by a socialistic system oriented- toward the 
Chinese Communist interpretation of Marxism-Leninism. RAM 
is entirely nonwhite in membership, clandestine in nature, 
and owes its primary allegiance to the "Bandung World 11 ;

It was initially the aim of the WPA to sponsor 
picketings and demonstrations where it was believed such 
would be of value and to publicize its program through 
pamphlets and similar media. The WPA has been inactive due 
to the lack of funds and its publications to date have been 
the April and May, 1964, issues of its official publication 
"The White Letter." 



The source added that the WPA is still in the 
formative stage but it will uphold the Constitution of the 
United States and will always act within the limits of the 
law.

United States Government and its policies as opposed to 
praiseworthy pronouncements of the concepts of governments 
in the Soviet Union and its allies, notably China. 

Willard Uphaus was sentenced to one year's imprisonment 
for contempt of court on December 14, 1959, in Merrimack 
County Superior Court, New Hampshire, for refusal to produce 
records identifying individuals who attended the World 
Fellowship Center, Conway, New Hampshire, during 1954 and 1955.

BLACK PANTHER PARTY, 
Also Known As 
Black Panther Party for Self-Defense 

According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December * 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can 
take control of the life, politics and the destiny of the 
black community. It was organized by Bobby Seale, BPP 
Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. 
Newton was sentenced in 1968 to serve 2 to 15 years after 
being convicted of manslaughter in connection with the 
killing of an Oakland police officer. 
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The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," 
which farther describes itself as the "Black Community 
News .Service," states that the BPP advocates the use of 
guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program 
to end oppression of the black people. Residents of the 
black community are urged to arm themselves against the 
police who are consistently referred to in the publication 
as "pigs" who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, 
George Mason Murray, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite I Black Power. Use the gun.. Kill 
the pigs everywhere." 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is 
the statement "...we will not dissent from American 
Government. We will overthrow it." 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman Mao Tse-tung of 
the People *s Republic of China and feature Mao*s statement 
that "political power grows out of the barrel of a gun." 

The national headquarters of the BPP is located 
at 3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches 
have been established at various locations throughout the 
United States. 

CASA DE LAS AMERICAS 

On May 9, 1969, a source advised that the Casa de 
las Americas, an organization composed of pro-Fidel Castro 
and procommunist individuals, formed in April, 1964, has 
its headquarters on the fourth floor, 876 Broadway, New York 
City. Source described this organization as a successor to 
the old Casa Cuba Club (CCC) with a changed name to avoid overt 
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affiliation with Cuba. The CCC had been composed of persons 
belonging to the now defunct 26th of July Movement, a 
revolutionary organization founded and led by Fidel Castro, 
#rine Minister of Cuba, until its dissolution in 1982. 

CA second source advised that7tfie^ CCC, originally 
founded as a social club by New York"3rea residents of Cuban 
extraction, was sympathetic to Castro during his struggle for 
power. Subsequent to January 1, 1959, as it became apparent 
that communism was the form of government in Cuba, the leaders 
of the 26th of July Movement assumed control of CCC and its 
membership declined. 

£jphe first source above advised tha^Csfea cte las 
Americas is also ostensibly formed as a social club, but in 
effect it acts as a focal point for revolutionary peoples 
sympathetic to the Cuban Government. Although it is not 
directly controlled by the Cuban Mission to the United 
Nations (CMUN), many Cuban personnel attend its functions 
and at least an indirect link with CMUN is present. Casa 
de las Americas has fund-raising affairs and contributes 
money to the OHUN. Casa de las Americas also gives financial 
support to other revolutionary groups representing countries 
other than Cuba. Through CMUN, various propaganda materials 
of a communist nature are found at Casa de las Americas. 
This same source also stated that some executive committee 
members, as well as general members of Casa de las Americas, 
are members of the Spanish Section of the Communist Party, 
United States of America (CPUSA). An indirect link does 
occur at Casa de las Americas in that it is used as a staging 
ground prior to entry into the CPUSA. Further, source indicates 
that membership in Casa de las Americas serves as an excellent 
background for persons desiring to return to Cuba. 

This same source stated that although there exists 
in Cuba a social club called Casa de las Americas supported 
by the Cuban Government, there appears to be no connection 
between the two and no reason to believe that the Casa de las 
Americas in New York was named after the one in Cuba.

its first national convention in New York City on November 15 
and 16, 1947, after having been first established at a 
National Women's Conference called three years previously by 
the JPFO. 

The "Morning Freiheit" (MF) on January 25, 1951, 
contained a report of the National Convention of the ELD 
of the JPFO which took place in New York City on January 20 
and 21, 1951. At this Convention, it was noted that the ELD 
changed its name to Emma Lazarus Federation of Jewish Women's- 
Clubs (ELF) and adopted a new constitution .

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On May 4, 1966, a source advised that the ELF was 
recognized by the Communist Party, United States of America 
(CPUS A) , as an important national organization of women 
whose leadership was primarily made up of communists. The 
source stated the ELF was dedicated to peace, in protecting 
the rights of foreign born, and against bomb testing, Negro 
discrimination and the rearmament of West Germany.

Concerning "Jewish Life," the "Guide to Subversive 
Organizations and Publications" dated December 1, 1961, and f 
prepared by the Committee on Un-American Activities, 
United States House of Representatives, stated:

published by the Morning Freiheit Association, 
publishers of the Yiddish Communist daily ... 
Morning Freiheit, The first issue contained 
this announcement of policy. Jewish Life 
dedicates itself to strengthening the 
friendship of the Jewish People with the 
Soviet Union... ♦" 

JEWISH MUSIC ALLIANCE 

An undated pamphlet entitled "The Story of the 
Jewish Music Alliance" (JMA) sets forth the following on 
page 2: 

"The Jewish Music Alliance was founded in- 1925, 
in order to coordinate the activities of all the Jewish 
people f s choruses, to organize new choral groups and x 
orchestras, publish music, train and develop conductors, ^ 
and generally stimulate the promotion and distribution of 
Jewish folk and labor music in the United States." 

A source advised on May 15, 1968, that the JMA 
is part of a number of organizations comprising the Jewish" 
cultural prog ressive movement in which the Ylddisher Kultur 
Farband (YKUF) is the most prominent. All of these 
organizations are directed and led by Jewish functionaries 
of the Communist Party, United States of America (CPUSA). 

As of July 23, 1969, the office of the JMA was 
located in Room 711, 1 Union Square West, New York, Now York.

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" LIBERATION "MAGAZINE 

"Liberation" Magazine (LI!) is self-described as an 
independent monthly with offices at 339 Lafayette Street, 
New York, New York. A "Statement of Ownership, Management 
and Circulation" was published in the November, 1968, issue. 
It listed the Publisher and Editor of the magazine as Dave 
Bellinger* The circulation was given as 10,000. 

The following comments appeared in a leaflet 
distributed by LM in May, 1968: 

"Since its Inception in 1956, Liberation has played 
an active and creative role in the growth of the new radicalism 
in the United States. From civil rights to black liberation, 
from *ban the bomb* to the movement to end the war in Vietnam, 
Liberation has been vital. Its radical critique of American 
society and its emphasis on democratic and direct action 
against the inequalities and injustice of our present social 
structure have inspired radicals, young and old. 

"In addition, Liberation will continue to carry 
articles and discussions written by and to community organizers, 
student and non-student activists, educators, economists and 
social scientists -> of interest to anybody concerned with 
building a radical and nonviolent movement that will bring a 
fundamental change to the existing order." 

On May 14, 1963, a source advised that during a speech 
in New York, New York, on May 10, 1963, Dave Dellinger identified 
himself as a pacifist. He stated it was necessary to abolish 
the cause of war, which was capitalism. He advocated a 
communist society and said, "I am a communist," but further 
stated he was not a Soviet-type communist.

~" MOVIMIENTO PRO-INDEPENDENCIA DE PUERTO RICO 

(Puerto Rican Independence Movement) (HPIPR) 

The MPIPR was organized in November, 1959, at 
Ponce, Puerto Rico, to work for the independence of 
Puerto Rico. It has an estimated membership of between 
1,000 and 1,300 people with missions throughout the island 
of Puerto Rico and in New York, New York; Chicago, Illinois; 
and Buffalo, New York. 



At the time the MPIPR was organized, it indicated 
that it did not advocate violence but would accept members 
who did. Juan Mari Bras, the founder and dominant leader of 
this organization, in a speech during March, 1964, threatened 
violence comparable to that in Algeria, 1964, if Puerto Rico 
became a state within the United States. A source reported 
in 1966 that a leader of the MPIPR has indicated that "the 
Revolution" would soon begin and another source advised $hat 
another official of this organization has attempted to 
obtain a number of automatic pistols. 
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Articles praising Fidel Castro and the Cuban 
Government regularly appear in the MPIPR publications. 
In 1961, the MPIPR adopted a resolution expressing a 100 
per cent approval of and solidarity with the Cuban revolution. 
It sent a delegation to the Tri-Continental Conference of 
African, Asian, and Latin American People, held in Havana, 
Cuba, during January, 1966, and it maintains a permanent 
delegate to the Secretariat located in Havana. 

The press of Puerto Rico has reported that the 
MPIPR has held numerous demonstrations protesting compulsory 
military service of Puerto Ricans and United States policy 
in Vietnam and the Dominican Republic. 

In December, 1966, the Governor of Puerto Rico 
signed into law a bill calling for a plebiscite on July 23, 
1967, to determine the future political status of Puerto 
Rico. The plebiscite, denounced vociferously by the MPIPR 
as "an act of Yankee imperialism to maintain the colonial 
status of Puerto Rico," resulted in an overwhelming 
endorsement of the present Free Associated State status. 

Resolutions adopted at the 7th MPIPR National 
Assembly held in late April, 1968, at San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
included expressions of solidarity with the National 
Liberation Front of South Vietnam and promises of material 
support in the form of medicine and money. Also included 
were a resolution of unconditional support for the Cuban 
Revolution, an expression of solidarity with "Black Power" 
in the United States, and an expression of solidarity with 
the "National Liberation" movements in Venezuela, Colombia, 
and Guatemala.

MUSLIM GIRLS TRAINING 

On April 18, 1969, a source advised the Muslim 
Girls Training (MGT) is a group within the Nation of Islam 
(NOI) composed of all female members. Its purpose is to 
train members in homemaking, including child guidance, in

opportunity to receive instruction in military-type drill.

NATION OP ISLAM 



A source advised on April 20, 1969, that the Nation 
of Islam (NOI) is an all-Negro organization originating in 
Detroit, Michigan, in the early 1930* s. Elijah Muhammad 
is the leader of the NOI and self-styled "Messenger of Allah" 
in that he claims Allah (God) selected him to lead the so- 
called Negro out of slavery in the wilderness of North 
America by establishing an Independent black nation within 
the United States. Headquarters of the NOI is located at 
Muhammad's Temple (or Mosque) Number 2, 5335 South Greenwood 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois. 

Muhammad teaches there is no such thing as a Negro; 
that the so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, 
referred to as "devils," in the United States; and that the 
white race because of its exploitation of the so-called Negro 
will be destroyed by Allah in an approaching "War of Armageddon," 
a war between God and the devil. 

Officials and members of the NOI, including Muhammad, 
have refused to comply with provisions of the Selective Service 
Act, stating that they respect laws of the United States as 
long as they do not conflict with the laws of the NOI, but do 
not believe the Government should force them to participate in 
wars from which they have nothing to gain. 

In the late 1950* s Muhammad, acting on legal advice, 
tempered NOI teachings against the white man and the Government 
to avoid possible prosecution; however, basic tenets remain 
the same. He de-emphasized religious teachings in the NOI and 
emphasized economic benefits derived by so-called Negroes who 
join the NOI. Muhammad believed this would create more 
Interest in his programs and, of course, new followers.

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NATIONAL COMMITTEE TO COMBAT NAZISM IN AMERICA (NCCNA) 

A source advised on February 11, 1963, that in 
Chicago on February 10, 1963, representatives of several 
nationality groups met and formed a Committee Against Nazi 
Criminals and Nazism in America, subsequently renamed the 
National Committee Against Nazi Criminals and Nazism in 
America . 

This organization has no official headquarters. 
It is a nonmembership organization and claims to represent 
some 10,000 persons from various nationality groups. 

The above committee was incorporated in the State 
of Illinois on January 25, 1965, as the National Committee 
to Combat Nazism in America, Its purpose is to expose the 
Nazi criminals living in the United States by revealing 
their names, places of residence, and the nature of their 
crimes; to arouse the conscience of the American people that 
thoy shall never forget the tens of millions of people of all 
nationalities who were killed in the second World War by the 
Nazis, who were responsible for that terrible war, and for 
the brutally slaughtered millions of civilians; to try to 
keep our country pure and preserve our great democratic 
traditions; to try to repay in part what we owe to the men 
and women who gave their lives so that Nazism and its evil 
doings shall forever be ended. The name of the registered 
agent is Rabbi S. Burr Yampol. 

The above source advised on Slay 7, 1969, that 
Rabbi Yampol is anticommunist but would accept aid from 
communists if it would serve his purpose. 

Jack Kling played a leading role in the formation 
of this committee and continues to exert influence in it 
behind the scenes through NCCNA officers and members 
amenable to his direction and discipline* 

Jack Kling was a member of the Illinois Communist 
Party State Board and State Secretary of the Communist Party 
of Illinois as of May, 1969.

The "Guide to Subversive Organizations and 
Publications" of December 1, 1961, by the Committee on 
Un-American Activities, United States House of 
Representatives, Washington, D. C, describes the ECLC 
as an organization whose avowed purpose is to abolish the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities, It stated the 
ECLC was established in 1951 and "although representing 
itself as a noncomraunist group, actually operates as a 
i front for the Communist Party." 

"The New York Times" issue of April 1, 1968, 
contained an article :rsve.aJt;ing the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee (ECLC) was changing its name to the 
National ECLC (NECLC) "to reflect our determination to 
develop a vital national civil liberties organization in 
all 50 states as rapidly as possible." 

The "Newark Sunday News" of Newark, New Jersey, 
issue of April 20, 1969, contained an article T»f-lect-£iig a/^..^. 
- the NECLC of 25 East 26th Street, New York, New York, / 
operated from its office an antiwar legal help 1 organization 
for draft-tage men, reservists and those on active duty. 

NATIONAL LAWYERS GUILD 

The House Committee on Un-American Activities, House 
report 3123, September 21, 1950 t cites the National Lawyers 
Guild (NLG) as a communist front which is the foremost legal 
bulwark of the Communist Party (CP) and has never failed to 
rally to the legal defense of the CP and individual members 
thereof, including known espionage agents » 

A source advised on February 1, 1969, that from the 
speeches made and the workshops and panel discussions held at 
a recent Midwest Conference of the NLG, it clearly appeared 
that the NLG is being developed from a "complacent, old left 
type organization" into a strong active supporter of the 
"new left." 
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[a second source advised during April, 1969, that]feS 
the President of the NLG spoke at anNLG banquet held in / 
New York City on April 12, 1969, stating that the NLG has 
organized young people to work in a radical movement which 
is seeking to destroy a corrupt, violent society and replace 
it with one which-will benefit all.

Also Known As The American Nazi Party, 
American Nazis, The World Union of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists, The 
George Lincoln Rockwell Party 

On May 26, 1969, a source advised that the American 
Nazi Party - World Union of Free Enterprise National 
Socialists <ANP-WUFENS) was organized by George Lincoln 
Rockwell at Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1956. 
It was based upon the concept of an international "National 
Socialist" movement, as espoused by the German Nazi Party, 
which was headed by Adolf Hitler. The ANP-WUFENS supports 
and follows the line of hatred against Negroes, Jews and 
communists, through speeches, published literature, demonstrations 
and publicity-seeking devices for the purpose of seeking a 
legitimate dominant political party within the United States 
and in foreign countries. 
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"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April 4, 
1903, published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that 
this organization is chartered in the State of Virginia as 
"The George Lincoln Roelswell Party" and that the Virginia 
Assembly prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialise}" 
in a Virginia-chartered organization. As of January 1, 1967, 
the official name of this organization was changed to 
•National Socialist Shito People's Party," according to 
Commander Rockwell. 

On August 20, 1967, George Lincoln Rockwell was 
assassinated in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP Headquarters 
Building. The August 28, 1967, issue of the 'Northern 
Virginia Sun," a daily newspaper published at Arlington, 
Virginia, stated that Uatthias Koehl, Jr., took command 
of the Party after Rockwell *s assassination.

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On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the 
United tfhit© Party (OWP) \7as organized at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article 
in the November 26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party, to be known as the 
United White Party." According to the article, the party was 
formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at 
which many klaasaen were represented. The UWP was reported 
as feeing opposed to all "race nixing organizations and 
individuals. " 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self* 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP) , reported that rank- 
and-file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under 
"the banner of the National States Rights Party," with national 
offices at Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of Klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites.

Prensa Latina (PL) is a Cuban news agency organized 
Juno 16, 1959, with headquarters in Havana, Cuba, and branches 
throughout the world. Its New York office is located in Room 
367, United Nations Secretariat Building, New York City. It 
follows an editorial policy which is anti-United States and 
pro-Soviet Union. 

On April 16, 1962, PL filed a statement with the 
United States Department of Justice conceding that the agency 
receives the sum of $125,000 (Cuban) monthly from Radio 
Difusora Nacional, an agency of or under the supervision of 
a ministry of the Government of the Republic of Cuba* 

On April 18, 1962, PL entered a plea of nolo 
contendere in Federal District Court, Washington, D. C, to 
a charge of failure to comply with the provisions of the 
Foreign Agents Registration Act of 1938, as amended, and was 
fined $2,000. 

PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY (PLP) 

'The New York Times" city edition, Tuesday, 
April 20, 1965, page 27, reported that a new party of 
"revolutionary socialism" was formally founded on April 18, 
1965, under the name of the PLP which had been known as the 
Progressive Labor E&vemcnt. 

According to the article, "The Progressive Labor 
Hovement was founded in 1962, by Hilton Rosen and Mortimer 
Schcer after thoy were esspellod from the Communist Partr 
of the United States for assertedly following the Chinese 
Communist lino." 
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A source advised on June 3, 1968, that the PLP 
hold its Second National Convention in New York City, 
May 31 to Juno 2, 196S, at which titao the PLP reasserted 
its objective of the establishment of a militant working 
class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. This is to be 
accomplished through the Party *s over-all revolutionary 
strategy of raising the consciousness of the people and 
helping to provide ideological leadership in the working 
class struggle for state power. 

The source also advised that at the Second National 
Convention Hilton Rosen was unanimously re-elected National 
Chairman of the PLP and Levi Laub, Fred Jerome, Jared Israel, 
William Epton, Jacob Rosen, Jeffrey Gordon, and Walter Linder 
were .elected as the National Committee to lead the PLP until 
the next convention. 

The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor, " a bimonthly 
magazine; "World Revolution," a quarterly periodical; and 
"Challenge-Desaf io, " a monthly newspaper. 

The April, 1969, issue of "Challenge-Desaf io" sets 
forth that "Challenge is dedicated to the peoples fight for 
a new way of life— where the working men and women control 
their own homes and factories; where they themselves make 
up the entire government on every level and control the 
schools, courts, police and all institutions which are now 
used to control them." 

Source advised on May 8, 1969, that the PLP 
utilizes an address of General Post Office Box 808, Brooklyn, 
New York, and also utilizes an office in Room 617, 1 Union 
Square West, New York, New York.

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At this conference Robert F. Williams was 
elected President of the RNA. Regarding Williams, it should 
he noted that on August 28, 1961, a Federal warrant was issued 
at Charlotte, North Carolina, charging him with Unlawful 
Flight to Avoid Prosecution for the crime of Kidnaping. Subse- 
quent to the issuance of this warrant, Williams fled the 
United States, 

This source advised that the purpose of the RNA, 
which is to be revolutionary in nature, is to make efforts 
for international recognition with assistance from other 
black nations of the world. The RKA proposes to make attempts 
to obtain land in one of the southern states, establish a 
government in exile, petition for a seat in the United Nations, 
and demand reparations from the United States Government for 
ancestral slave labor. 

f A second source advised thaj[nSe purpose of the RNA 
is to establish an independent black nation within the United 
States; demand that the United States give them five southern 
states — Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia and South 
Carolina; and demand reparations from the United States for 
ancestral slave labor. These reparations are to be $10,000 
for every black person in the United States.

Black Legion is a group within the RNA composed of male and 
female members dedicated to black freedom and committed to the 
concept of systematic armed revolution. It is organized along 
military lines and its members are bound together with the 
oath of allegiance to the RNA, Members are expected to 
participate in military drill and engage in firearms training, 
Its purpose is to bring about the fruition of black power and 
the establishment of a black nation within the United States, 
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The Black Legion's mission is: (a) to defend the 
citizens of the RNA; (b) to defend the territory and property 
of the RNA j (c) to support the national objectives of the RNA . 

A training program has been authorized which provides 
training in three categories of skills: (a) fighting skills; 
(b) operating skills; Cc) supporting skills. 

Because of the police action taken against black 
nationalist organizations, the RNA is making plans to have 
an underground Black Legion and an open Black Legion in order 
to avoid detection by the police.

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REVOLUTIONARY ACTION MOVEMENT 



On November 3, 1964, a source made available a 
document entitled "The Revolutionary Action Movement 
Manifesto," the document having been obtained by the source 
from an individual known to be a member of the Revolutionary 
Action Movement (RAH). 

This document stated, in part, that RAM was 
officially organized in the Winter of 1963 by Afro-Americans 
who support the revolutionary objectives of Robert F. Williams, 
then residing in Cuba, and his concept of organized violence 
to achieve the liberation of the Afro-American people in the 
United States. This Manifesto disclosed that RAM had oriented 
its program to one of education and political revolution and the 
organization of a "black" political party with revolutionary 
objectives, having recognized the need for a "black revolution" 
that could and would seize power. RAM philosophy is described 
in this document as one of revolutionary nationalism; that is, 
one involving the struggles of the nonwhite races of the world 
against exploitation and enslavement by the white capitalist 
and Imperialist nations.

Source further advised the Student 
Mobilization Committee locally and nationally is controlled 
by the SWP and its youth arm, Young Socialist Alliance (YSA), 
as evidenced by their participation in Student Mobilization 
Committee functions and their leadership role played in the 
Student Mobilization Committee.

These are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy 
and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, ; 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Incorporated, merged with Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan.

(The organization is diredted by Robert M. Shelton, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the South, 
with units in several southern states.)

characterization, we did not agree to review our files and 
remove all copies of the old characterization. Nor did we 
agree to review the files and excise all other descriptions - 
of the Spartacist League contained in the bodies of communica- 
tions and other documents. 

Instead, we agreed only that henceforth we will 
use the new characterization in instances in which characteri- 
zations ordinarily would be utilized. Legal Counsel 
believes those instances include: (1) dissemination of a 
characterization of the Spartacist League within the FBI, 
for instance, in a communication from one field office to 
another; (2) dissemination of a characterization outside the 
FBI; and (3) the inclusion of a characterization in a docu- 
ment as it is being written. Therefore, all offices should 
take steps to insure that only the new characterization is 
used in these situations. FOIPA releases of material from 
the files on plaintiffs should be thoroughly reviewed to 
determine whether the old characterization appears in the 
material. If so, the new characterization should be 
appended to the released material with an appropriate explana- 
tion placed in the transmittal letter. FOIPA releases 
should include the old characterization if it is part of the 
material to be released. This would seem to be required by 
law. As stated, though, the new characterization should 
also be provided to the requester. On the other hand, there 
is no need in disseminations within the FBI and to other 
agencies to include the old characterization. The new 
characterization must be substituted for the old in all such 
cases. And, of course, only the new characterization should 
be used in writing new documents. 

Legal Counsel cannot predict all cases in which 
this procedure might be necessary and thus cannot issue com- 
prehensive guidelines to insure compliance. However, each 
office should: (1) place this airtel in the substantive 
files on all plaintiffs (not just files on the Spartacist 
League itself) and maintain it as the top serial; and (2) 
place appropriate notifications on indices cards for the 
Spartacist League and the other plaintiffs directing the 
reader to this airtel. Offices without substantive files on 
plaintiffs should maintain this airtel as the top serial in 
the 197 file for this litigation and place notations on the 
indices cards directing the reader to the airtel located 
there. Other steps to insure compliance with the settlement 
agreement are left to the discretion of the receiving 
offices.

The settlement agreement does not preclude future 
investigation of any of the plaintiffs, including the 
Spartacist League. A future investigation of the Spartacist 
League could produce information warranting a change in the 
characterization. In the event this should occur. Legal 
Counsel must be consulted prior to the change. Legal 
Counsel will then assess the effect of such a change on the 
provisions of the settlement agreement. Characterizations 
can be amended only with FBIHQ approval (see MAOP Section 
10-17.13.1). Therefore, the notification to Legal Counsel 
requested here can be accomplished by referencing this 
airtel in any communication to FBIHQ requesting authoriza- 
tion to alter the characterization for the Spartacist 
League.
